Two-Year Delinquent Voters 
W ill Soon Be Notified 


Tim two-year delinquent voters of 
Bucks County are soon to be notified, 
with 3500 to 1000 cards being mailed 
from the registration office 
in 
the 
Doylestown Administration Building. 
Clerk Robert F. 
Detweiler 
states 
that 25 per cent of the IOO election 
districts of the county, will receive 
cards by the end of the week. 
Erne,st ll. Harvey, secretary to the 
county commissioners, states that any 
two-year delinquent voter who fails 
to return the card within ten days 
will have his 
registration 
card 
moved from the files and be compelled 
to re-register in order to vote. 
Ibe delinquency applies 
only 
to 
voters who have been registered more 
ti,an two years and have not voted 
within the [last two consecutive years. 
There is an average of about 35 to 
hi delinquents per election 
distri* t. 
The greatest number of delinquencies 
take place in tile largest election dis­ 
tricts, naturally. 
One of the 
well­ 
known upper end election districts has 
only three delinquents. 
Removals and deaths are responsible 
for thi> majority of delinquents. 
“Seventy-five per cent of the notices 
mailed will represent deaths and re­ 
movals,” said Clerk Detweiler. 
According to the election law', which 
specifies that 30 days prior and 30 
days after election registration is im­ 
possible. the registration period is now 
open and l egist ration can be made in 
fin1 office on the second floor in the 
Administration Building, here, daily 
from 9 to 4 o’clock, and until noon on 
Saturdays.

To Have “Christmas Truce” 
Berlin, Dec. 20 
Something in the 
nature of a “Christmas truce," on the 
western front at least, was virtually 
promised by Germany "if the other 
side refrains from attack.” 
As Reiehsfuehrer Adolf Hitler left 
Berlin, presumably to follow his usual 
Yuletide custom of dividing the holi­ 
days between Munich and Herehtes- 
garden, authoritative quarters indicat 
ed that Germany would not embark 
upon 
any 
land 
offensive 
over 
the 
Christmas season. 
I i i this connection, 
neutral observers in Berlin attached 
considerable importance to the reedit 
attack of Monsignor Cesare Orsenigo, 
the Papal Nuncio. 
Whether the visit 
to 
th** German 
Foreign Office today had any connec­ 
tion w itll the reported decision to ease 
off prosecution of the front until the 
end of the year, at least, could not be 
ascertained definitely, however- 


Russian Thrusts Repelled 
FIcMnki,

20-— Russia

hurled offensive at all Finnish fronts 
but all thrusts, including those direct­ 
ed at the most im portant support—

pushed 
back. 
Re­ 
peated attacks were made on Finland’s 
central zone, where the Russians are 
trying to cut the country in two, yet 
there as on the Arctic front and the 
Garelian Isthmus, Finnish lines were 
reported holding. Following Tuesday’s 
series of air attacks on southern Fin­ 
land 
it was reported that Aho again 
was raided. 
Finland called up its m ilitary r e ­ 
serve, Glass of 1899—men 40 years old 
—for active service. The nam tier, how­ 
ever, was few. On tho north front the 
Russians were reported 
stopped 
at 
Nautsi, below Salmijervi. 
Renewed Soviet assaults were re­ 
ported in a 15 minute air raid warning 
which sent residents of Helsinki scu r­ 
rying for shelter, but no enemy planes 
were seen. 
At the gam* time Finnish authorities 
stated they had no knowledge of re ­ 
ports which readied the capital tell­ 
ing of the alleged sinking of a 26,000 
ton Russian battleship.
